DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Japanese Patent Hei9-214873 discloses a video on demand system in which a 
user can pause an on demand stream, go to a second user location and resume the 
same stream (paragraphs 6-10). While this may be a stored stream, this is not transfer 
of the recorded data stream which is created upon receipt of a user's freeze command 
as required by applicant's claims. 

Korean Patent 1999-86454 discloses a system where a user may pause an on 
demand stream and when resuming the stream, the stream with the service duration, 
closest to the resume time is rejoined. This is different from applicant's invention in 
which a first STB's stream is recorded by the server and the recorded portion is 
provided to a second STB. 

Japanese Publication number 07-336318 discloses a VOD system in which an IC 
card records the data of an elapsed time of a program. After recieving a stop command, 
this data is recorded in the IC card and transmitted to a video server which then 
distrubtes the video data of the program from the stop/elapsed time position. This is 
different from applicant's invention in which a first STB's stream is recorded by the 
server and the recorded portion is 
provided to a second STB. 

Claims 1-6, 8-23, 25-33 and 56-116 are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
